COULD YOU ANSWER INTELLIGENTLY? 

Non-Catholics have the strangest notions concerning 
the Catholic attitude towards marriage generally and to- 
wards the marriage of Protestants in particular. They also 
labor under the very erroneous impression that, while the 
Catholic Church is professedly against divorce, she allows 
its equivalent by any one of many dispensatians. 

Do you think that you, the Catholic, would be able to 
answer correctly and to give reasons for the Catholic posi- 
tion in relation to the following: 

Dees the Catholic Church recognize the marriages of 
Protestants? 

Can a Catholic be married validly by a Justice of the 
Peace or by a Protestant minister?
